It Is, of course, true that 
the bakery product li much better standard- 
ized than the home-made product."

mony from college with home economics 
departments In Massachusetts, New York, 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois and Kansas also tes- 
tify to the low average quality of home- 
baked bread. 


percentage of digestible nutrients is yielded 
by "white bread made from roller-process flour.

"This order also holds good when computing 


tho number of calories of heat per gram of 
broad. White bread yields the largest number, 
whole w_cat bread the second largest and gra- 
ham bread tho least. 


"Tho nulritlve value of bread depends not 


only upon chemical composition, but also upon 
digestibility, and digestibility, lu turn, seems to 
depend largely upon the llghlnoes of lho loaf. 


"Tho lightness and sweetness of bread do- 
pena as union-otrlho way ia which it is made 
as on tho. materials used.' Tho greatest caro 
should ha used in preparing! and baking lha 
dough and in cooking and keeping tlio finished 
broart. :ieavy, badly raised bread Is a very 
dangerous food, and unfortunately very com- 
mon, and probably moro Indigestion has been 
caused by It than by all other badly cooked 
foods." 


Men Among Defender* 


Of the Staff of Life 


In tho dcfcnso of bread, men aro quite ns nu- 


merous as women. 
One of the vory earliest 


to tnkfl up tho cudgels was Dr. Harry Everett 
Barnard, State Food nnd Drug Commissioner 
of Indlan'a, who In public talks and In printed 
articles calls attention to tho fact lhat Is not 
what is taken Into tho body lint counts, but 
what tho tody gets out of the food supply that 
makes for health and vitality. Hero aro somo 
of Dr. Bnruard's pungent phrases: 


"Faulty Information gratuitously given, lo 


establishing a fixed idea in the minds of many 
otherwise well 
Informed people that white 


broad is no longer tho 'fllaff of life,' but, bo- 
rauso of extreme purification at the flour mill, 
has bcon robbed of Its nutrltlvo value. Of all 
tho wrong ideas that nro being spread about 
food, lho nolion that white broad Is unfit for 
us n is the most unsound. 


"As a matter of fact, experiment after experi- 


ment, conducted by tho best exports of tho 
world has shown that whllo graham or wholo 
wheat bread contains about 3 per cent moro 
protein, that white bread IK far morn thorough- 
ly and completely dlKesled than wholo wheat 
bread, jiml after all, it Isn't what wo take Into 
the body tliat counts; It is lho ^amount of food 
that is converted to tho body's needs that ac- 
tually determines lln food value.

for recommending tho uso of whole inonl bread 
by growing ohlldron or nursing womon. 


"On lho whole, wo may fairly regard tho 


vexed' question. of wholomeal versus whlto 
bread as finally soltlnd, and settled In favor ot 
tho latter, and had duo regard been paid lo tho 
behavior ot bread in tho Intestine Instead ot 
merely to Its chemical composition, the Bread 
Keform 
League would probably never have 


come Into existence." 


Experience of Hospital 
, 


Throw* Light On Question 


An Interesting sidelight on this question 


comes from nollovuo Hospital, Now York. This 
institution probably has tho largest number of 
trained nurses under a single management 111 
tho United States. They are fed with scientific 
regularity and by system. Miss Mnmlo Porter, 
dietician for tho nurses' homo at Beilevuo, 
says that the women under her supervision eat 
graham bread from a sense of duty. They eat 
white bread because they like U. 


"Our 
dally supply of bread, which wo got 


from the commercial bakers of New York, is 
one-fourth graham," says Miss Porter, "and I 
have thought of reducing that amount as tho 
nurses, with fow exceptions, do not caro for It, 
preferring tho while bread. 
During the sum- 


mer months, we do without It altogether. It is 
not an uncommon expression to hear tho nurses 
say that they cat the graham bread because 
It is healthful, not because .they prefer it." 


Leon II. Condon, chief of food and drug, 


Kansns State Board of Health,- adds his opin- 
ion and at tho same time tnkcs qullo a fling at 
lho part tho imagination plnys In tho human 
dietary.

"White bread Is a legitimate nnd digestible 


food, and especially moro digestible than a 
number of forms of other bread. :

"Tho trouble with most people Is lhat they 


got a fad or fancy and try to Hvo on ono kind of 
food, and such a practice of a ono food diet has 
no scientific basis. 
Even if wo could live ou 


ono kind of food, such n diet would ho extreme- 
ly monolonons."
